Esterhazy? 



The Chiefs of French General 
Staff Say Only Prisoner 
Had Opportunity. 



A Sturdy Enemy Gives Troubled 
Captain Another Uncom« 
fortabie Day. 



Says Dreyfus Was Caught Pry 
ing and Leakage Stopped 
on His Arrest.

Iteiinns, Aug. 19.— At the court-mar- 
tial of Cnpt. Dreyfus the first witness 

eallLHl to-day was Major Guignet, for- 
merly attaclied to the ministry of war. 
Tho witness, who declared he was con- 
vinced of the prisoner's guilty was cross- 
examined by H. Deraange, counsel for 
the defence, who succeeded in pointing 
out tlint .several of his statements con- 
tradicted his previous depositions. 

Tlip president of th(? court, Col. 
.Touiiusto, asked Dreyfus if bo hud any- 
thing (o .sa.v, wlieroiipoii the prisoner 
rose and again vebonieiitly protested liis 
iiiiiueence. 

Tliere was a tlirill of curiosity when 
tlio ne.xt witness, Gen. Do EoisdofTre, 
fonner eliiet of tlio general staff of tlie 
I<''reneli army, advanced to the \vi(ne«s 
box. Tlie CJeneral roniarkod that in 
view of the exhaustive evidence already 
given, he would try to be brief. lie 
liurriedly reviewed the leakage in tlie 
ministry of war, tlae discovery of tlio 
bordereau, tho arrest and trial" of Dn.'y- 
fns and tlio lattei-'.s alleged confessions, 
before (he corcnioiiy of degradation, to 
Caiit. Lebrun Renault. Witness said 
In? believed the confessions were genuine. 
IIo next referred to Gol. Picquart's ap- 
pearance in llie intelligence departinoiit. 
ilthough the witness hesitated to appoint 
liim before, as he tliough Pictpiart too 
elf-eoiilident and not siilUi.'ioiitly defer- 
iitial towards liis cliiefs. 
" It has been said," (continued tlie wit- 
ness, " lliat a secret package of papers 
was shown tlie judges of tho court- 
martial of lSO-1. I positively assort 
that in so far as I am concerned I never 
ordered Col. Picqiiart to convey any 
envelope to Col. Maurol. I niiiy add 
tliat Col. Pie(iuart never doubted the 
guilt of Dreyfus, and never even ex- 
pressed doubts of liis guilt -when ho took 
vor tho duties of chief of tlie intolli- 
eueo department. ,The. first instrue- 
lioMs I gave hinl. -were to follow up the 
Dreyfus affair, and '.it is well known 
what was the reason , of- the instruc- 
tions." 

The General next described the inter- 
view between bimscif and Col. Picquart. 
The .latter first mentioned Esterhaay, 
without however connecting him with 
tlib Dreyfus affahr. Witness discredited 
Col. Picauart's statement that Picquart 
li.'id asked him not to mention tbe inves- 
tigation to Gen. Gonz. "Gen. Gonz," 
he said, " is a friend of twenty years' 
standing. I have always had the 
greatest confidence in him, and should 
cfitaiiily not liave^ entertained 'a request 
ti> leave liini in ignorance of what was 
oci-iirriug." 

'I'lic (ieueral tlion related tlie iiieideiits 
o.r Ills interview with l'ie(iuart, how bo 
si'iu. the latter to see (Jen. <!oiiz, and 
(ieii. Conz's suliseiiuent letter Id witness, 
advising a eontiinianeo of tlie investiga- 
tion regarding lOsterhazy, but adding 
that the affair must not bo mixed up 
with that of Dreyfus. As Col. Picquart 
peisisted in trying to hurry matters and

(ieneral asserted, found another mission 
for liim. Everything, tbe General 
added, went (luiotly for a \ear. uutd M. 
Scdieurer-Ketsner (mie of the vice-presi- 
dents of the senate at that time) inter- 
vened. Tliis was followed by the (ie- 
nuiieiation ot Ksterhazy by Matthew 
UreyfiiH and the iiitiuiry into Lster-

FISHERMAN DBOWNBD. 

Swept Overboard in the Gulf— His Com- 
panion Drifts Helplessly 
For Ten Days. 

Nanainio, Aug. 19.— (Special)— Thomas 
Richardson, of Lasqueti Island, arrived 
in town to-day and reports the fatal mis- 
fortune of a Frasor river fisherman and 
the trying experience of another. It 
appears .that on August 0, nearly two 
weeks ago, -a Chilian fisherman and a 
man named Gibson were fisMng atsont 
four mUes from the mouth of'tfie Fra:8er 
river,' and having lieen fishing all Sun- 
day night, decided to have ar .sleep on 
Monday afternoon. » Gibson was awak- 
ened by his comrade calling for help. 
He found his partner overboard, and 
as a strong southeastern gale liad sud- 
denly sprung up, ho was powerless to 
assist his drowning comrade, and saw 
bim sink to the bottom of tho gulf. 
The storm continued, nud Gibson was 
driven ou.t into tlie waters of the Gulf, 
■where he had been tossod about at the 
will of the wind and tide until jcsterday 
attornoon, when he was driven ashore at 
Lasqueti island, where be -was kindly 
cared for by Mr. Uiehardson, who put 
him on the right course to tlie Frasor 
river, 

Gibson, who is CO years of age, was in 
a very weak condition when at .Lasqueti. 
He was engaged by the Duncan Canning 
Co.

London, Aug. 19.— Though many signs 
point to tho extreme likelihood of' war 

hetween Great Britain and tho Boers, 
and though troopa are pouring in the 
direction of the Cape, aud the British 
army chiefs are deep in problems of 
preparation for probable hostilities, the 
ICnglish jieople as a whole scarce lieed 
the course of events. The nation seems', 
completely absorbed in the Dreyfus case. 
As each day passes without an answer 
from the B'oers to the proposition of 
Groat Britain for- a joint commission to 
investigate the effect which tho fran- 
chise reform legislation will have on the 
Uitlaudors, the probability of a pacific 
settlement of tbe dilUcnlty decreases, 
yet national interest, ,tired of delay. Hags 
as tbe tension at tho war and colonial 
olliees grows. If war comes Great 
Britain will awake with a tremendous 
start. , If the Boors surrender to the 
Britishudcmands, scarcely more than a 
ripple of interest will ho excited as long 
as the Bcnnes court-martial holds the 
world under the spell of its dramatic 
recital. From 'a political point of view, 
a rapid and successful war ugitinst the 
Boors .:\r6uld .'i-BTplHibly strongthon the 
hands of 'th6"'Coiiservative government 
more than any ether,, . outcome of • the 
present <:risi8,--itdr'.thfe' Tiist preponder- 
tnco of public^sentiinent 'already heartily 
endorses the coarse of Mr. Chamberlain.. 
Once the British soldiers meet the old' 
neiny,-' the ■"■■Boers,, few would remain 
hold enough it:5";openly oppp^ the moral- 
ity of ■vi'ari-';i.if^.y^*^itr-Vi^^*-b' 

Many;'a#fc^ard aueBtionsf'in regard to 
the government's home policy arc pend- 
ing, and<liechaps' it is fortimate for the 
Conservative'' party that the exciting 
events abroad distract attention from 
them. 

Tho latest suggestion from Pretoria 
has failed of its expected effect, being ' 
merely regarded as a device to 'gain 
time. ■ • , 

There is no cessation of the war prepar- 
ations on either side. Tho Transvaal 

overnment is beginning to move troops 
to the border, and the police on the 
frontier have been ordered to strictly 
prohibit any cattle leaving the country, 
while the treasury of tho Itepublie is re- 
eiving large amounts of gold beyond 
ordinary requirements. 

Field IMnrshal I^ord Wolseloy, com- 
niander-iii-cliief of tlie British ar:ny, was 
in constiltalion at tbe 'war office yester- 
day with Gen, Lyttletoii, inilitarj- secre- 
tary, and the lieadtiuarters siaff. Ten- 
ders for an immediate supply of large 
tores of forage aud general stores were 
under consideration. Six months' sup- 
ply of compressed forage for 10,000' 
liorses has already been sent out. 

It is reported that Col. Hector Mac- 
donuld, recently appointed to an im- 
liortant Indian command, but who was 
lelayed taking up his post, is really 
waiting to be ordered to South Africa, 
under command of Lieut.-Gen. Sir Frc^l- 
erick Walker, who relieves Gen. Butler 
there. 

The Farl of Denbigh, speaking at a 
Primrose lA!ague meeting during the 
week, voiced the general feeling of tUc 
government's supiM)rters by saying: " If 
tbe break-up of the British Empire .'is 
wanted, all we have to do is to show/ a • 
weak front in South Africa.

De BoisedoEfre declared he was uot less

not occur Juriiuuri' 5, 181)0. It was, iie 
iiaiil, tlie Gth or 7th. 

"What is certain," added (^enersil De- 
Boisedeffre, "is that when it oeciirred 1 
remained persoualiy at the luiiiistry of 
■war." 

M. Deiuaiige referred to (ierieral Ko- 
Kct's depo.s.ilion to tlie elTecL that Drey- 
fus was certainly iutelligent, l>iit lie 
wouhl not have wi.slied to see liim ml 
the heiidQUarters staff, and jusked ■wil- 
uess' opinion of the sul)ject. Tile Ceii- 
pral answered: "1 eaii only express lliu 
same opinion as (.Jeneral Uoget." 

After a brief suspension of the sitlui;; 
of the court, tien. Gonz, who was under 
chief of the general stall, was called to 
the witness stand, lie said that in spite 
of Estorhazy's statement, it was ini|)0s- 
sible for him to have secured the infor- 
mation contained therein. lie denied 
that Esterhazy had received money from 
the intelligence department, und describ- 
ing the strange behaviour of Dreyfus -and 
his " frequent acts of indiscretion," the 
witness begged the court to summon the 
secretary of the minister of war, who 
surprised the prisoner prying in the olllces 
at a time when there was no business on. 
After the witness hod asserted that 
while the name of Dreyfus was often 
mcnti(med In the documents in the pos- 
sesion of the intelligeqqe department, 
his innocence was nowhere hinted at, he 
proceeded to defend Du Paty de Clam 
trom the insinuations of Col. Picquart, 
and corroborated • Gen. Mercier's evi- 
dence in regard tb alleged coufessions 
made to Oapt. LebrUn-Benault. Wit 
ness ' learifed, however, that Eenault, 
" inthnldated by the censure of M. 
Casimir-Perler,'' did not dare to report 
these confessions, and gave only an in- 
complete account of the occurrences nt 
the time of the prisoner's degradation. 
At this juncture considerable comment 
was aroused by the fact that, contrary 
to. the provisions of the law requiring the 
testimony to be verbal and without 
notes, Gen. Gonz, adjusting his eye- 
glasses, proceeded to consult a large 
note-book and refresh his memory. 

Dealing with the Henry forgery, Goilz 
declared: "I can say it was alrend.v 
Icnown. Gen. Hoget spoke to me about 
it nt least eight days before he con- 
fessed." (Sensaliou). 

One of the judges asked if the wilne-^^^ 
IlUcw that a dooument relating to ll'-e 
v'onveying of troops was for 2-1 hours iii 
the hands of the prisoner, and il I. ' 
knew that inmgiiiary sketches e.xeciitiil 
liT prisoner had been delivered abruai;. 

General Gonz— I enald not give a posi- 
tive answer to that question. 

"Are there proofs that the documents 
mentioned in the bordereau were de- 
livered abroad?" 

"There are no direct iiroofs, but. tlie 
despatch was certainly announced.' 

Proceeding, the witness disputed Mag- 
istrate Bertullus' uceonnl of the inter- 
Tiew with Henry, but admitted that 
when he (General Gonz) handed Henry 
his forgery the latter insisted it must not 
be shown to Picciuart. (Sensation.) Ue- 
plying to M. Deinaiige. witness admitted 
he had ordered VaA. I'iciiunrt not to con- 
cern himself with thi; handwriting of 
th(,' bordereau, when he commenced his 
investigation of Esterhazy. 

"Then," asked M. Demange, sharply, 
"wlien you saw his handwritings were 
identical with those of the bordereau, 
did that make any impression on youV 
"Evidently." replied the witness, "the 
two .handwritings had a great resem- 
blance." 

When Dreyfus was asked the regular 
nu<'sti(iii, he said: "I will reply direct to 
the secretary of the minister of war, 
who said he saw me in the ofllces after 
service hours. As regards General 
Gonz, I am surprised that the General 
repeals dinner tiible gossip. Tliore Is 
known to be an insurniounlable dillloulty 
in introducing any one to the ministry of 
.war, and it is absolutely impossible for 
an ofBccr to bring any one into the iiiiii- 
istry," 

Hcii this the General replied: "No 
doubt it is diffieult"

FOU BETTER POLITICS. 

To the shame and disgrace of Briti.sh 
Colnmhia, provincial politics have lately, 
that is, during the lust three jears. been 
characterized bj features of the lowest 
possible type. Whaterer difference of 
opinion might exist concerning the policy 
of the Turner administration, no one had 
any doubt of the personal integrity of the 
gentlemen composing it. Thej were r»- 
■coived as honorable men everywhere, and 
in their private business relations always 
bnd a deservedly high reputation. These 
facts did not prevent them from being 
assailed ^vith vindictiveness and with at- 
tacks upon their private honor. A dili- 
gent effort was inaugurated some three 
Shears ago to instill into the minds of 
all newcomers and visitors that these 
scntlemon were dishonest, and were en- 
riching themsolvoH with public plunder. 
As the result of the opening of the min- 
ing district, many newspapers -were 
started, mostly, or at-least in good part 
by United States citizens, who, fnraili:ir 
with the game of plunder in politicF, tiat- 
nrally inferred that the same thins wiis 
ffoiuK on here„ The result was a chorua 
from a certain section of the press to 
the effect that dishonesty ran rampant 
In ligh places. That the then opposition 
knew this was not true does not admit of 
a doubt, but they were base enough to 
avail themselves of it. They as^ed to 
be given charge of the governmeDt, and 
promised that if they were they -would 
(liscloso from the publie records abun- 
dant reasons why Mr. Turner and his 
friends should be condemned forever. To 
such a degree had the idea that there 
might be personal dishonesty on the part 
of the members of that ministry prevailed 
that we found the Ijieutenant-Governor 
nr.Vme on the supposntion that a dishonest 
use was intended to be made of certain 
blank forms. The change of government 
came, and these assailants of the honor 
of public men came into ofllee. What do 
we lind? The Colonist and other oppo 
sition Tiewspap(!rs set about discussing 
the policy which the new ministry had 
inaugurated, when of a sudden there 
was sprung upon the public from within 
the ranks of the ministry itself siicli i' 
story of dishonesty that everytliin^ elst 
was lost flight of. We had ministers ac 
cusing each other in the most public man' 
ner possible of violation of trust and 
downright forgery of public records 
These men, who got into power on thi 
plea that their pred(^cessors were dis 
honest, were in haste to show that tliey 
did not consider each other bound by 
any principle of honesty. 

The Colonist can claim for itself and 
the other opposition papers that not one 
word appeared in print touching the lion 
esty of tjie members of the present cabi 
net until they themselYcs stated facts 
which left no alternative other than a 
discussion of Ibem. There would not to- 
day be a breath of suspieion against the 
reputations of members and ex-member!- 
of this government, so far as anything 
that apiMjarod in the opposition press 
goes, if they themselves , had not mado 
the charges against each other. It is 
said to be a rule that man always looks 
in others for what Is ])redominnnt in 
himself. On the principle, we can seo 
why it was that the present government 
."whon- in opposition were constantly sus 
piclous of tho honesty of th(> Turnei 
administration. 

Wc hope, and we think the public will 
join with us in the, hope, that even when 
the present government is ousted, and 
new men come into power, a consumma- 
tion that cannot now be delayed very 
long, a different principle will be mani- 
fest in politics, that measures and not 
personal mnttera will occupy public at- 
tention. It is not true that the majority 
of our public men are dishonest. Wc 
confidently believe that by far the greater 
j)art of them can be entrusted to dis- 
charge .their responsibility according to 
thel^ idOM.of what'i8,,rlg^^ 
raust'bp#|^liy'elicr sepse .of "itlierb'bliga.tlon 
to ho'n&Hty' 'than now seems apparent,

CHINA. 

An old Chinese prophecy runs some- 
what as follows: 

When an old hag governs and a young 
man' reigns. 
When dearth and deluge distress the 
land. 

When the Temple of Heaven no more 
remains. 

Then watch for the sword which is 
close at hand. 

We do not vouch for the correctness of 
the translation, which is that given by 
Lieutenant Colonel John MacGregor, 
who is a merry soul, as his brief story 
of his visit to Pekin shows. But ho 
seems serious enough in speaking of this 
prophecy, and many 'readers will remem- 
ber to have heard something of it before. 
U would recinire no very great effort of 
imagination to assign the role of the 
"old liug" to till! present Dowager Em- 
press of Oliina, who from all accounts 
is a venerable termagant of very obscure 
origin. She undoubtedly governs. The 
reigning Emperor is a young man. Of 
dearths and floods tliere havi? been many 
indeed during his reign, which was nsli- 
ercd in by the severest famine known in 
China in modern times. Tliere remains 
the Temple of Heaven to bo considered, 
and here the present epoch fits th< 
prophecy like a glove, for shortly after 
the young I'hniieror ascended the throne 
this temple, which is situated in Pekin, 
was set on fire by lightning and reduced 
to tt heap of ruins. Whether this proph- 
ecy is like that of Mother Shipton, that 
is, of ox-post-facto origin, we do not 
say, hut every (Uie wlu) pretends to know 
about China says it is very old, and Col. 
MacGregor tells us that when he visited 
the country some years ago, which wos 
long befori' the partition of China was 
talked about, the priests were predicting 
trouble because of the fulfilment of the 
prophecy. Certainly the trouble has 
come, and what we are most concerned 
about is what tho result of it will be. 

There arc some four hundred millions of 
Chinamen. One of this multitude called 
at the Colonist office the other day. It 
any one had heard him speak without 
seeing him, he would have been certain 
that the interpreter was a highly edu- 
cated and refined Englishman, Neither 
in accent, ideas nor manner was there 
the .faintest trace of tho Orient. He 
was a dignified and educated gentleman. 
Asked by a reporter if he spoke any other 
langua.ijo besides ICnglish and Chinese, 
he replied: "I spcik all tho European 
languages with equal facility." If he 
speaks them as well as he .does English, 
he is a phenomenon. It would be inter- 
esting to know how many of the four 
hundred millions could by education and 
contact with Europeans become such as 
he. If we knew, wo would have a better 
understanding of what the awakening of 
China meons to tho world. Let us ad- 
mit that be is an cxceptionol type, and 
that men of his class are as scarce in 
China as they are in Canada, yet it will 
be safe to assume that there are suf- 
ficient of them to give an awakened 
China a new direction, and to load it 
forward. 

But some will say that it is not by 
learning and refinement, but by ability 
to tight that the world is governed. There 
is something in this, but if would be a 
mistake to jump at tlie conclusion that 
the Chinese will not fight. No race of 
men has such a supreme contempt of 
death as the Chinese, ami Sergeant 
Wlmfs-his-name, who made a man out 
of the Nile mud, may make a soldier out 
of the sediment of the Yang-Tse. The 
Black Flags fought well enoUKh to give 
l'>aiice no end of trouble in Tonquiu 
and there are tribes in the Interior who 
have shown martial spirit. The Chinese 
are not homogeneous. Some of them are 
descended from tlie terrible warriors led 
by C.eiigliis Khan and 'raiiierlaiie. Tb 
rest of tli'^ w(jrld would do well not to 
riM-kdu till! much upon the absence of 
fighting material in China 

It is the European and American prac- 
tice to regard tho Chinese with a large 
measure of contempt, yet their system 
enables them to live in crowded masse 
of which we can form no conception. To 
say that parts of China, and large parts 
at that, are moro crowded than Vancou- 
ver Island would bo if twenty millions of 
people lived on it is to state a fact, but 
to convey not a very delinite id(Mi. If 
the whole iiopulatien of .North America 
were ^settled in British Columbia, south 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, it 
would not be auy more crowded than 
similar areas in f!hina now are. I'eoplr 
who can live tliiis must liave inasteri'd 
lh(.' science of living to a degree that we 
cannot und(!rstiiiid. What such a people 
will do if they ever get elbow room is 
more than one would care to foretell 

Iji jnirsiiaiice, of tlie old prophecy, Eu- 
rojie will probably succeed in prodding 
("liinn with the sword siilllciently 
wake her up; but the question seems to 
be, not what we will do with the giantess 
when she awakes, but she'-'will do with 
us. The result can be warded off for 
a time. Mrs. Partington was able to 
keep back the Atlantic ocean with her 
broom until tho rippling wavelets grew 
to bo waves. Then s he w as helpless 
The four hundred millions of (jhina weit: 
content to hIcc]) ns they hn,i slept for 
centuries, but this did not suit the rest- 
less Western world. The white race 
never knows how to let well enough 
alone. If some one were to discover, an 
isliirid inhabited by millions of huRC, fly- 
ing, ])oisonoiiH reptiles, some ndv(!nturoua 
representative of the 



do the trick, just to see what would 
happen, if for no other reason. So with 
all the rest of the world to work in, we 
must needs go and. stir up the Cbineao 
hornets' nest. The inhabitants have been 
dormant so long that they hardly know 
what is being di>ne to them, but they w-ill 
reulizc it by and bye, and then— Well, 
those who live -fifty years from no-w can 
finish the sentence better than we can. 

As Colonel MacGregiir says, the Chin- 
ese iiriiphecy does not foretell national 
ruin. It only speaks of a general shak- 
ing up. Spain sliook up. .England with 
the Armada, and England and -.her chil- 
dren smasiied Spain. Napoleon the Great 
shook up Germany, and Napoleon III. 
saw the German Emperor crowned in 
Versailles. As the East Indian traveller 
said: "Tiger hunting is great fun, when 
you hunt the tiger, hut it's not the least 
funny when the tiger- takes a notion to 
hunt you." 



OUDEUS-IN-COUNOIL. 



A corresiiondeiit directs the attention 
of the Colonist to the fact that what Mr. 
Miirtin charges Mr. Cotton with having 
falsified is not an order-in-council, but 
a minute of council. We are unable to 
see the distuiction. It i» true that the 
Lieutenant-Governor is not present at 
the sessions of the Executive, but none 
the less he is supposed theoretically to be 
there. No decision i)f the Executive 
Council has the least constitutional value 
unless it has beim sulnnitte<l to nnd ap- 
proved by the Lientenant-Govonior. 
The Executive Council as sucli has no 
power whatever apart from .the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. If, as has been alleged, 
the decisions of the Executive Council of 
British Ooliiinbia are not always com- 
municated to the Lieuteuant-Govomor 
they ought to be, and this ^whether they 
are decisions to do or not to dc- some- 
thing. 

Ix>t ns applj' this principle to the 
record of the Executive Council which 
Mr. Martin charges Jlr. Cotton with de- 
liberately falsifying. Thi.? was a deci- 
sion to take a certain course in regard to 
Deadman's Island. We stat(? as an un- 
assailable position in constitutional law 
that the Executive Council had no right 
whatever to decide anything in regard 
to Deadman's Island without submitting 
tho decision to the Lieutenant-Governor. 
Here was a question involving the right 
of the crown ns repre^jcntod by the 
Lientonant-Govemor. To hold that any_ 
determination in regard to the mainten- 
ance or surrender of this right could bo 
reached by the Executive Coimcil and 
have any binding force upon any one 
without having been submitted to the 
Lieutenant-Governor is to betray an 
ignorance of the cardinal principles of 
our system of government. When Mr. 
Cotton informed the Mayor of Vancou- 
ver that the government had reached a 
certain conclnsiou, ho mi^st be taken to 
have meant that tho Lieutonant-Gover- 
nor-in-council had reached .that cmicta 
sion. He had no right to make any 
communication from the government to 
the Mayor unless the approval of the 
Lieutenant-Governor to flucb conclusion 
had first been obtained, for it might bo 
that such consent could not be obtained 
in which event the decision of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor's advisers would not 
be worth the paper it was written on 
The very, name "Executive Cxmneil ' 
shows this, for the council is tho body 
through which the Lientenant-Govemor 
acl.'^, not a body which acts through the 
I^ieutenant-CJovernor, as so many people 
seem to think. 

If, therefore, the minute which Mr. 
C-ottoii is allege<l to have deliberately 
falsified was not to have been submitted 
to the Lieutenant-Governor, we suggest 
that it is high time for tho Lieutenant 
Govi-rnor to come to an unilerstandin^ 
as to what claims are made by the 
Executive Council to act without con- 
sulting him. We desire not to be mis 
understood in this matter. "We do not 
claim that, if the members of the Exccu 
live C-ouncil meet and talk over some 
matter (jf public policy, it is neces- 
sary to tell the Lieutenant-Governor 
anything ali(mt it; but wc insist that if 
a decision is reached, before that deci 
sion can be communicated to the public, 
and before it has any force or effect 
whatever, it must be communicateel t< 
the Lieutenant-Governor, and his ap- 
proval must be obtained. It is other 
wise, of course, with matters coming 
under the special jurisdiction of any of 
the several departments. Thus the 
Commissioner of I>.aiids and Works may 
decide to do or not to do something 
which by law is placed under the man- 
agement of his department, and it is not 
necessary for him to communicate hit 
dwision to the Lieutenant-Governor. So 
also it is not necessary for all thi? mem- 
bers of the Executive Council to be 
present when an order-in-council is 
agreed upon. It is the Governor's con- 
sent that makes the order valid. Nor is 
there anything ip the suggestion that the 
minutes of a session of the Executive 
Council are read over at the following 
meeting and passcMl, as if they wore ths 
minutes of a lodge meeting. Thoy may 
be read for the purpose of seeing what 
was done, but Uiere can be no passing 
of the minutes to give them validity. As 
has already been said, the decision of 
the Executive Council derives its validity 
froni thtf tippr6vol"of 'the ' liicutenant- 
Governor nnd from notliing else. 

'I'hi>refore when Mr. Cotton communi- 
cated to the Mayor of Vancouver that 
the government had reached a certain 
conclusion, the pulblie was justified in 
think that tliis was a conciuslon 
reached in the ofllclal way. If Mr. 
Cotton had not intended to convey 
\nglo-Saxon racolthis impression, if bo liad not desired it 



of thing is done every day. Members 
of a government decide upon a certain 
course and Jet that conclusion become 
public. This may simply be a matter 
of conversation, or it may be in some 
other shape. It is not necessary to tell 
the Lieutenant-Governor anything about 
these things, which lire really unofficial. 
But thla is not what itook ©la.ee hi tho 
case under consideration, if Mr. Martin 
tells the truth. Mr. Cotton must have in- 
tended that what he communicated to 
tho Mayor of Vancouver should be re- 
garded as .official, otherwise he would 
not have made a formal entry to that 
effect on the records of the council—- 
that is if ho made such an entry. Neither 
would he, after such an entry was made, 
have nttemptal to justify it by saying, 
as ho is alleged to have said, that ho and 
Mr. Scmlln reached that conclusion and 
therefore the entry was made. Exam- 
ined from whatever standpoint may bo 
selected, the position ot Mr. Cotton -is 
utterly indefensible— .that is assuming 
Mr. Martin tells the truth. And we 
repeat that it is time for the Lieutenant- 
Govemor to investigate to what estent 
his Executive Councillors are presuming 
to act without submitting their decisions 
for his approval-

Comets Parlor MATCHES 
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THE OUTPUT OF GOIjD. 

The probability is that th(> output of 
gold in the present year u-ill exceed 
?;}00,000,000 and be easily the largest on 
record. The estimated product ifor 
1898, according to the Director of the 
United States Mint, was .?290,000,000, 
against ?i;37,000,000 in 1897 and $202,- 
000,000 in 189G. Tho Mint Director 
anticipates a very notable increase thla 
year because of tho greater activity 
manifested in gold production in South 
Africa, Australia, Canada and the 
United States. There was a gain in 
1808 over 1S97 in the Unitwi States' 
output of gold of about ?7,000,000, but 
in the same year South Africa reached 
?79,171,000, a gain of 521,400,000. The 
Australian gain was over $15,000,000. 
South Africa stood first as a gold pro- 
ducer in 1898 with a total of $79,171,000; 
Australia came second with $67,479,000, 
and the United States third with 
$04,403,000. We are not quite sure 
from the s atement of the Mint Director 
that he does not include the Klondike 
output in the estimate of the United 
States product. There is reason to sup- 
pose that Canada will take a fourth 
place in gold prodnction when the figures 
for 1899 are made up, with probaldy 
$1)5,000,000 to her credit. During tho 
next few years there will bo a great in- 
crease in the Canadian product Klon- 
dike will continue to yield at least as 
much as this year. Atlin will be a 
large producer ntxt year. If foolish 
legislation does not prevent, the lode 
mines of British Colnmibia will enor- 
moubly increase their yield. Cariboo 
will supply a niucb larger amount in the 
future than in the past, and Omineca 
will come to the front with an output 
that will call for seven figures to repre- 
sent it. TTie mines of Ontario are gain- 
ing in productiveness, and those of Nora 
Scotia and Quebec will doubtless con- 
tinue at least at their present figures. 
It is certain that throughout the North- 
west Territories large deposits of gold- 
bearing gravels exist. Therefore taking 
all things into consideration, we may not 
unreasonably look for British Columbia 
to challenge the United States for the 
third place in gold production before 
very long.

Sooioties Day has 
come and gone, and Biltish Colambiaiis, 
with their Puget Sound cousins, have 
boon giren au illustration of how ami- 
ably and harmoniously the many Crater- 
Tial and benevolent orders can unite in 
a ooiumon celebration of their strength 
and usefulness. 

It has also shown how strong the 
Tarious orders are in their power to do 
good, the picnic and sports- at Caledonia 
park drawing to that well-lcnown resort 
during yesterday afternoon no fRwer 
thttu 6,000 galtt-dressed and badge- 
bedecked men, women and children, or 
upwards of 3,500 adults alone, according 
to that most reliable gauge — the box 
office. 

The athletic and musical exercises of 
the aXternoon did not make up the entire 
programme by any means, however. 
There was a grand parade as a prelimin- 
ary, and civic illuminations and an open- 
air dance for a finale, so that there was 
something to suit every taste in the ar- 
rangemonts. 

The entire city entered with zest into 
the carnival frolic, and the guests will 
assuredly carry away with them pleas- 
ant recollections of their short and 
crowded visit, while looking for the per- 
fection of certain details on the next 
occasion. 

It is a question, for example, whether 
it would not be well to hold the Societies 
Day fete at Beacon llill in another year, 
where everyone would have elbow-room 
—and whether it woiiJd not be well to 
have a Societies Day annually in con- 
junction with the time-honored Victoria 
observance of Her Majesty's natal day- 

These are details for subsequout con- 
sideration. The main fact is disposed 
of. Societies Day is a popular innova- 
tion and its first celebration in British 
Columbia a distinct success. 

THE VISITOKS AND I'AUADE. 

Some of our American cousins have 
nivon Victoria a gentle rub by saying 
Chat they never hoard of a parade on 
this side of the invisible dividing line, 
except for a funeral. 

It isn't quite as bad as that, but Brit- 
ish Columbians are not as a rule parnJ- 
ers. They leave the torch and the ban- 
ner and the elioking dust, as a rule, for 
the American brother, who is by nature 
and force of habit a processionist. 

When a parade does present its<'l£ in 
staid British Columbia, however, it is 
usually a good one. Yesterday's march 
of tllio united societies was far from 
being an exception to the rule. 

It was not a Victoria parade any more 
than an Odd Fellows or a Pythian or a 
Foresters' parade, for the several cities 
of the province wore as thoroughly 
r(!presented aa were the several asso- 
ciated orders, and Seattle and Taconia 
were also here in spirit, though not in 
fact— the latter condition being alto- 
getlior due to the slowness of their trans-

A SHADY MEASURE. 

From the Toronto Mall ami Emi)lre. 

A vote of $,"i,000 for I be administration 
of the Allen Labor Ael makes us aware 
again of the existence of that shady mea- 
sure. But tor such reminders It would 
remain forgotten in thi' Umbo of things 
that never come Into use. It was a slruc 
ture without a function, t.-xcept a make- 
believe one. It Is the product of the same 
kind of dexterity as that which manlpulat 
ed the tariff to make John Bull think he 
was geiting a preference which was really 
lieing slipped into Uncle Sam's hands. In 
till' case of the Alien lyabor Act Uncle Sam 
was again the beneflclary. but the dupe was 
the Canadian worklngman. He was made 
believe that the ttCt Would protect blm from 
the competition Of American Intelopers, 
but these same Intelopers came In and lift- 
ed wages here the same as ever. If the law 
had been pased In the fqrm brafted by Str. 
Taylor It would have put a stop to the 
Importation of foreign labor to take the 
place of dlsmlaod or striking employees. 
But the government carefully drew Its 
teeth before passing It. It had been but 
a short time on the statute book before It 
was put to trail in this city, and its uaeloas- 
ncss was proved. American laborers were 
brought in, and the machinery of 
tlie law could not even he put In motion. 
Again, when the strike of the Grand Trunk 
trackmen was declared, it was determined 
to try onee more whether by any chance the 
thing could be got to work. The local agent 
through whose Instrumentality It might be 
put in action was sought, but not with 
success. Then Mr. B. P, Clarke, M.P. 
brought the matter up in parliament, when 
the nmnzInK fact wag made known by the 
Premier that be had spiked the measure 
some months before,' according to' a pledge 
he had given to the Ameticoh members of 
the Joint nigh Commission. The dumb- 
founded trackmen knew not what to make 
of this turn. Here they were In the midst 
of a strike, having some- faint hope that 
the Act should sweeii the border and pre- 
vent appronches from that dirrcllon, when 
they learned that the government had 
boiinil itself not to turn it out In any eon- 
llgency. Ain(!rlcan workinmnen have since 
come trrjopliig over the border, while nny- 
where near Buffalo any (janadlan found 
entering the tinlted States with a kit Is 
nabbed by the Inexplorable De Barry. The 
law having been so long In disuse, Mr. 
Clarke expressed astonishment yesterday 
at the Item of $C,000 to pay the cost of the 
thing, and Mr. McMullen defended It, not 
like the economist he once professed to be, 
1)111 like a vulgar partisan who must back 
his lender and Impugn the motives of his 
opponent In every case. The worklngman 
of (Canada have got no good out of the 
law, but they have to pay the governiuent's 
appointees for holding the office of local 
agent.
